yod go from here after 
bdving opened t h e 
prison doors to these 
accused or after hav­ 
ing voted the highest 
penalty, you can go 
forth secure in the 
belief that you have 
done your duty. 
You have said here that 
you would not convict these m§n unless 
the State proved its case, and you have 
declared that you will presume these men 
innocent until they are shown to be guilty, 
but the 
presumption is not evidence. 
When it is shown by conclusive proof that 
these men on trial are guilty, then th at 
presumption is wiped away. 
You have 
no right to go digging around for doubts. 
The doubt must be reasonable.” 
“ May I please the court,” said Forrest, 
rising in his place, “I object to the S tate’s 
attorney discussing these points in an 
opening. 
It belongs more directly to the 
closing. 
“ I think he is within bounds,” said 
Judge McConnell. 
Exception was taken and Judge Longe- 
necker proceeded to define the m urder of 
Dr. Cronin as the unlawful killing of the 
m an with 
malace aforethought. 
“ The 
m aterial points to be proved,” he said, 
“ are: The killing of Dr. Cronin; the fact 
th at tho killing was done in this county 
and State; and third, that these defendants 
did the killing with malice aforethought. 
If we prove, as we claim to be able, that 
the doctor was killed, then ic will not be 
questioned that it was m urder and not 
manslaughter. ’ ’ 
The state’s attorney went on to define 
circumstantial evidence, upon which the 
prosecution exclusively relies. 
“ Seeing a 
man holding a pistol at another man, see­ 
ing him pull the trigger, hearing the re­ 
port, seeing the man drop dead, is all cir­ 
cumstantial evidence. No direct testimony 
can be had, because no oho s a w what did 
tho killing.” 
Judge Longenoeker then gave an outline 
of the evidence to be presented against the 
suspects as mentioned yesterday. 
Counsel for the defense waived their 
right to address tho j ury and tho work of 
examining witnesses was then begun, the 
examination of the State being conducted 
by Mr. Ingham and that of the defense by 
Mr. Forrest. 
The prosecution at once set 
out to prove the corpus delicti, it having 
been asserted that the defense would con­ 
tend th at the body dragged from the catch 
basin had not been satisfactorily identified 
as th at of Dr. Cronin. 
Ex-Capt. 
Francisco Tillers, a nervous 
little Frenchman with sparkling oyes, was 
the first witness. Ho had known the doctor 
for three years and identified the body tho 
instant he saw it. 
Jam es Boland, who 
filet the doctor every day for a year and

half; 
Joseph C. 
O’Keefe, a tailor 
who made 
Dr. 
Cronin’s clothes, and 
Reporter 
James 
P. 
Holland, 
wore 
also positive that the body was that of 
Dr. Cronin. 
Barber H. F. Wisch, 
who 
used to shave the doctor and who saw him 
on© hour before his fatal ride, swore that 
there was no doubt in his mind as to the 
Identity of the corpse he saw in tho Lake 
V iew morgue. 
Stephen Conley identified 
the body 
by tho front teeth, Maurice 
Moris by the agnus demand Joseph O’Byrne 
by the broken finger of tho right hand. 
Henry Rosch told the story of the find­ 
ing of the body and its removal from the 
catch-basin. 
The cross examination wa3 
designed to show the wounds in the head 
were caused during the latter operation, 
but this the witness strongly denied.

MICHAEL DAVITT SPEAKS.

ADDRESSES THE PARNELL 
COMMISSION.

D em ands o f th e In tersta te W heat G row ­ 
ers’ C onvention in Session at St. Louis. 
S t. Louis, Mo., Oct. 25.—In the inter­ 
state wheat growers’ convention Robert 
Lindblom, the Chicago wheat speculator, 
made a speech, in which he gave the spec­ 
ulators’ side of the wheat question. 
He 
said the monopolists had taught society a 
lesson that would lh time make monopoly 
an impossibility. 
That lesson was the 
lesson of co-operation. 
The lesson taught 
by trusts was co-operation. 
It was in­ 
tended as a blessing to monopoly. 
It will 
end in being a blessing to humanity. 
Mr. 
Lindblom said he was brought up to be­ 
lieve thatjwheat on tho great lakes at $1 
per bushel was as good as a government 
bond, but in four years it never went as 
high as $1 until last year, when it touched 
i2 for a minute, because of ‘‘Old Hutch,” 
and he was as much surprised as anybody. 
He believed that at fairly high prices 
more grain could be sold than at low 
prices. 
There was no foundation for the 
cry about overproduction. 
President Colman then addressed the 
convention from a free trade standpoint, 
denounced the way the farmers are used 
by the present administration and the 
protective policy, aud said that the only 
way to protect their interest was to adopt 
free trade. 
The committee on resolutions 
presented the following: 
“ Resolved, By the farmers of the States 
lying in the Mississippi and Missouri river 
valleys and of tho states of Oregon, Wash­ 
ington and California, in national con­ 
vention assembled, that we hereby memor­ 
ialize our National C’ong&ess and the Pres­ 
ident of tho United States and most ser­ 
iously petition them to make such reci­ 
procity treaties with those foreign nations 
to whom we ship our surplus farm pro­ 
ducts as will cause such foreign nations to 
remove the custom duties from our farm 
products shipped abroad, thereby causing 
us to receive a higher price for our foreign 
farm surplus and thereby fixing a higher 
price upon all that we sell at home.” 
A very animated debate followed, which 
was decidedly political in character. 
The 
free-traders greately outnumbered 
the 
protectionists and the resolutions were 
finally adopted by a large majority. 
During the afternoon 
a 
permanent 
organization to be known as tho Into 
state 
Wheat-Growers’ 
association 
was 
formed, with N. J. Colman as permanent 
chairman. 
Among 
other 
resolutions 
adopted was one requesting Superintend 
ent of Census Porter to collect data to 
show in the next census what percentage 
of the people in this country occupy their 
own homes and what percentage are ten 
ants. 
The remainder of the afternoon 
was devoted to desultory political debate 
in humorous strain, and the convention 
finally adjouned sine die. 


L ondon, Oct. 25.—The Farnell com­ 
mission resumed its sittings to-day. 
Mr. 
Joseph Biggar, member of Parliament for 
West Cavan, who appeared in his own be­ 
half, addressed the commission. 
When 
Mr. Biggar had finished Mr. Davitt spoke. 
He said that in addressing the commission 
he was running counter to the opinion of 
the people of Ireland, who indorsed the 
withdrawal (rom the case of Mr. Parnell 
and his colleagues. 
Mr. Davitt said 
that he was 
impelled 
to the course 
he had adopted by 
the two cardinal 
principles of his life—religious adherence 
to truth and justice and the defense of the 
character and cause of the Irish peasantry. 
He declared that, although ho was no 
longer a Fenian, if the condition of Ireland 
was as it was twenty-five years ago he 
would again be a Fenian. 
Some of the 
aims of tho Fenians, he said, had been 
already fulfilled. 
The Land league, based 
on the same patriotic spirit, was fast re­ 
moving the barriers which 
prevented 
Great Britain from granting justice to 
Ireland. 
At the very time the Fenian outrages 
were being committed, said Mr. Davitt, 
the Manchester trade commission was in 
session, and evidence was given before it 
showing the worst kind of outrages at that 
place, for which no one was ever brought 
to justice.

Mr. Davitt will probably occupy the 
time of the commission for several days, 
as he proposes to enter into an exhaustive 
review of the events which led up to the 
peculiar political situation in which Ire­ 
land is placed to day. 
Although it is said 
that Mr. Davitt in appearing before the 
commission at all is acting counter to the 
wishes of Mr. Parnell there is reason to 
believe that in the preparation of his 
speech Mr. Davitt had the assistance of 
Mr. Parnell and many of his followers. 
The Tories charge that Mr. 
Davitt is 
guilty of a piece of willful deception in 
stating in the opening of his speech that 
his appearance before the commission was 
without the approval of his colleagues.

A special meeting of the common 
council was held last evening at the 
council chamber, His Honor, Mayor St. 
John, in the chair, sad all the aldermen 
answered to the roll call except Alder­ 
man Horn, Norris and Rowe. 
Deputy City Clerk M. Murphy kept 
the records. 
Mayor St. John stated that the spec­ 
ial meeting had been oalled for the pur­ 
pose of taking action on the sale of fire 
apparatus to the city of Durand, and to 
procure a new hock and ladder track for 
this oity. 
Ald. McLean, chairman of the com­ 
mittee on fire and water, informed the 
oonnoil of the visit of the mayor of Du­ 
rand a few days ago; that a proposition 
had been made to bim to the effect that 
the city of Janesville woald sell the 
Silsby fire engine, the hook and ladder 
truck, a hose cart and coal cart for the 
sam of $1,800, throwing in the old heat­ 
er. He then sent to the olerk’s desk the 
following letter, which was read: —

D ear S i r .—Hie council met last eve­ 
ning and decided to boy the engine, hose 
cart, hook and ladder truck, with coal 
cart, heater, and the other articles speci­ 
fied in your contract and talk with Mr.

At the request of Ald. McLean the 
wn Ken prcpcnticn made to the Durand 
authorities, as drawn by City Clerk Doe 
and signed by Ald. McLean as chair­ 
man of the committee, was rsad, all of 
which appeared to be very satisfactory 
to the members of the ocunoi!. 
A ld. McLean—I move that the action 
of the committee in the sale of the fire 
engine, hook and ladder truck and hose 
cart to the city of Durand, be ratified by 
the council. 
The motion was adopted by a unaui_ 
mons vote. 
Ald. Baker moved that the fire and wa­ 
ter committee be authorized to paint th 
bose earl and maxe the necessary repiir* 
to the hook and ladder truck before 
shipment. Adopted. 
Ald. McLean then brought up the 
question of pnrohasmg a new hook and 
ladder track, stating the action of the 
last 
conn iii; that several oammit- 
leas 
had 
visited 
Chicago 
for the 
purpose of examining the different styles 
of trucks. They bad witnessed the oper­ 
ation of the truck built by E. B. 
Preston & 
Company, 
and 
by the 
Chicago Fire Extinguisher Co., and aieo 
of the Bangor Ladder, and a report had 
been made to the council, unanimously 
in favor of the purchase of the Preston 
truck, that being considered the best for 
the city. Among tho advantages of this 
truck are the extension ladder, and beiDg 
•bout one tbou3and pounds lighter 
than the other, besides being several 
hundred dollars cheaper. He thought 
the council could do no better than to 
accept the proposition of the Preston 
Company. 
Ald. Baker thought it best to re-op«n 
the cace and let this council investigate 
tracks.

One of the strongest points was to gel; 
the lightest truck possible with the nec­ 
essary and best equipments. Many of 
the members of this council had seen 
the different styles of Brooks and lad­ 
ders. Ald. McLean had frequently ex - 
plained the workings of the so-called 
aerial or extension ladder on each truck— 
all giving the Preston ladder the prefer­ 
ence. Some points of the Extinguisher 
trnok excelled the Preston, but all-in-all 
the Preston was the lightest, the cheap­ 


est and the ladder far excelled the others 
An alderman asked Mr. Spencer how 
many men it required to raise the Preston 
ladder. Mr. Spencer replied—' When 
in Chicago last spring with Ald. Fath­ 
ers and Chief Blank, I saw a fifty too* 
extension ladder raised in the Preston 
shops by one man.

MILWAUKEES'S FIRE BOAT—A FOUR-INCH 
STREAM OF WATER THROWN 419 FEET. 
A partial test of the fire boat Cataract 
was made yesterday afternoon, says the 
Milwaukee Sentinel, and the result was 
satisfactory. The new boat was not 
bested to her fullest capacity, owing to 
the fact that one of her pump valves be­ 
came loosened, necessitating a cessation 
of operations. Shortly after £ o’clook 
the Cataract left her dock near the East 
Water street bridge and proceeded to 
Ald. McCoy’s doak, just north of Grind 
avenue bridge. There a large party 
i of members of the Chicago fire depart­ 
ment, Mayor Brown, aldermen and city 
officials were awaiting to embark on the 
new boat and witness a teat of her water 
throwing power. The Caters)! steamed 
down the river to Benjamin’s dock, just 
south of the shipyard, where aho was 
moored. The aldermen and city offici­ 
als amused themselves by playing tag 
while the boat's crew got the Cataract 
ready for the test. 
The large stand-pipe was first used 
with a 4-inch nozzle, 
a stream wee 
thrown a distance of 419 feet, both 
pumps being used. A 3-inch nozzle was 
then p’aced on the stacd-pipe and the 
stream was thrown 403 feet, both of the 
Cataract’s 
pumping 
engines 
being 
worked. The starboard pump, “ Deluge” 
was then put 4m operation alone, and 
threw four 2-inoh streams a distance of 
21212 feet. The poi! pump was then 
started and threw the (four streams 200 
feet. 
Both pumps were again placed in 
operation and two 3-inoh streams were 
sent a distance of 376 feet. One 2^ - 
inoh stream was thrown a distance of 
325 feet.

consequently 
the 
perform­ 
ance of the Cataract can not be consid­ 
ered as her best. But for the accident 
to the pump valve the spectators would 
witnessed the sight of fourteen one and 
one- half inch streams being thrown from 
the boat at once. A beautiful rainbow 
was formed on the streams that were 
ejec’ed from the huge standpipe. When 
the firemen were handling the four 2- 
inch streams, some of the mischievous 
aldermen set the large marsh on fire, and 
soon the dames shot high in the air and 
burned rapidly. One of the streams was 
turned on the fire, and the blaze was ex­ 
tinguished in less than a minute, thus 
convincing the aldermen that the Cata­ 
ract oan put out a real fire. 
The pirty

tire marshal; O. S. Petrie, assistant fire 
marshal; Robert .Nicholson, engineer of 
the Geyser; J, J .
